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REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present application in view of the 
foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. 

Claims 4, 12, 14, 19, 20, 22, 23, 40, 42, and 43 have been amended to correct minor 
informalities and objections as requested by the Examiner. Claims 38, 39, and 41 have been 
canceled. Claims 1-37, 40, 42, and 43 are now pending in this application. 

In Section 1 of the Office Action, the drawings were objected to because elements and 
labels in the Figures appear to handwritten. Corrected drawings are enclosed to replace FIGs. 1- 
10. The handwritten numbers have been replaced with typewritten numbers. 

In Section 2 of the Office Action, claim 12 is objected to because the phrase "from the" 
should be "to the." Applicants thank Examiner for detecting this error. Claim 12 has been 
amended accordingly. 

In Section 2 of the Office Action, claim 16 is objected to because of the informality that 
"reflective elements" should be "reflecting element" to establish proper antecedent basis. 
Applicants respectfully disagree. Claim 14 from which claim 16 depends includes "a first 
reflective element" and "a second reflective element." Thus, claim 14 provides the proper 
antecedent basis for "the first and second reflective elements" of claim 16. 

In Section 2 of the Office Action, claim 23 is objected to because of the informality that 
"the detector" should be "the infrared detector" to establish proper antecedent basis. Claim 23 
has been amended to provide the proper antecedent basis. 

In Section 2 of the Office Action, claim 24 is objected to because of the informality that 
"reflective elements" should be "reflecting element" to establish proper antecedent basis. 
Applicants respectfully disagree. Claim 19 from which claim 24 depends includes "a first 
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reflective element" and "a second reflective element." Thus, claim 19 provides the proper 
antecedent basis for "the first and second reflective elements" of claim 24. 

In Section 3 of the Office Action, claim 19 is objected to for being unclear and indefinite. 
Claim 19 has been amended to clearly indicate the appropriate beam path. 

In Section 4 of the Office Action, claim 40 is objected to for being unclear and indefinite. 
Claim 40 has been amended to clearly indicate that the detector is an array detector. 

In Section 5 of the Office Action, claims 30 and 37 are objected to under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .75 
as being a substantial duplicate of claim 41 . In response, claim 41 has been canceled. Claims 42 
and 43 that depend from claim 41 have been amended to depend from claim 37. Claim 43 has 
been amended in a similar manner to claim 40. 

In Section 6 of the Office Action, claim 26 is objected to under 37 C.F.R. § 1.75 as being 
a substantial duplicate of claim 38. In response, claim 38 has been canceled. Claim 39 that 
depends from claim 38 has also been canceled. Claim 40 that depends from claim 38 has been 
amended to depend from claim 26. 

Applicants believe that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested.
